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SPEECH BY PREMIER KIM IL SUNG 


AT THE BANQUET 
GIVEN IN HONOUR OF THE DELEGATES 
TO THE ASIAN ECONOMIC SEMINAR

We are convinced together with you that 
the ideas clarified at the recent meeting will 
evoke sympathy and support of the broad 
peoples of Asia, Africa, Latin America and 
the rest of the world, and inspire and en- 
courage them in their struggle.

The day is gone when the imperialists 
could lord it over these areas, oppress and 
plunder the peoples at will. The chains of 
colonial slavery are being broken asunder 
everywhere at the powerful blows dealt by 
the national-liberation movement, and the 
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accursed imperialist colonial system, which 
brought so much misfortunes and sufferings 
on the hundreds of millions of people, is 
crumbling irretrievably. 


Since World War II the peoples of more 
than fifty Asian, African and Latin Ameri- 
can countries have already won national 
independence, extricating themselves from 
the oppression of imperialism. Those peo- 
ples that have vet to free themselves from 
the colonial yoke are waging a heroic strug- 
gle against the foreign imperialist aggres- 
sive forces. 

The peoples of South Vietnam, Laos, An- 
gola, Mozambique and other colonial and 
dependent countries are fighting for free- 
dom and independence, taking arms in their 
hands, and the flames of national-liberation 
struggle are flaring up ever more fiercely 
all over Asia, Africa and Latin America. 

The Korean people who were once sub- 
jected to the colonial rule cof Japanese im- 
perialism for a long time and hall of whose 
land is now under the U.S. imperialist oc- 
cupation, are always standing firmly on 
the side of the oppressed nations. Our peo- 
ple extend active support and encourage- 
ment to the peoples of the Asian, African 
and Latin American countries who are 
fighting for freedom and independence, a- 
gainst the imperialist oppression and plun- 
der, and rejoice over, as over their own, 
all the successes won by them in the libe- 
ration struggle. 


Today, the imperialists are resorting to 


every desperate means to retain or restore 
their crumbling colonial system. 

The U.S.-led imperialists are machinat- 
ing to strangle the national-liberation strug- 
gle and to put again the noose of neo-co- 
jonialism around the neck of the newly in- 
dependent peoples. The U.S. imperialists are 
outrageously interfering in the internal aif- 
fairs of many countries df Asia, Africa and 
Latin America, and are even waging cri- 
minal aggressive wars against the peoples 
who have risen in the liberation struggle. 


The imperialists’ economic domination and 
subjugation of developing countries are the 
main feature of neo-colonialism. Through 
a huge amount of capital export and vari- 
ous colonial concessions the imperialists 
have seized the major economic life lines 
in many countries of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America. Thus, the imperialist monopoly 
capital continues to plunder the rich resour- 
ces of these countries and ruthlessly exploits 
their peoples. 

The present situation demands. the peo- 
ples of Asia, Africa and Latin America to 
continue to fight resolutely against imperi- 
alism and old and new colonialism and 
especially concentrate their attack on U.S. 
imperialism, the bulwark of present-day 
colonialism. 


Colonialism of all forms must be swept 
away once and for all from the surface of 
the globe and all the oppressed and mal- 
treated nations must build up their inde- 
pendent countries and achieve social pro- 
gress and national prosperity. 

A broad avenue to national regeneration 
has been opened up before the peoples of 
these countries which have freed themselves 
from the imperialist oppression and attained 
political independence. Political indepen- 
dence, however, does not mean the comple- 
tion of the anti-imperialist national-libera- 
tion revolution. We consider that to consoli- 
date national independence and achieve the 
prosperity of the country, the people must 
keep up a resolute struggle for smashing 
the aggressive machinations of the old and 
new colonialists, and in the economic field, 
too, they must take the road of independent 
development, casting off the yoke of impe- 
Tialism. 

Economic independence is the material 
basis for political independence. Without 
an independent economy no nation cam a- 


chieve genuine independence. Only those 
countries which have independent national 
econcmies can proceed to the international 
arena as full-fledged independent states 
enjoying equal rights with other countries 
of the world, big and small, and establish 
relations of co-operation with other coun- 
tries on the principles of complete equality 
and mutual benefit. 


Independent national economy is the 
foundation for the development of the coun- 
try and the prosperity of the nation. Without 
the foundations for an independent national 
economy, it is impossible to build a rich, 
powerful independent state, develop scien- 
ces, technology and culture, and improve 
the living of the people. Historical experien- 
ce shows that every nation without exception 
can enjoy all the benefits of modern civili- 
zation only when it builds modern industry 
and develops rural economy, sciences and 
technology. 


The building of an independent national 
economy in the Asian, African and Latin 
American countries is a problem of histo- 
rical significance not only for the complete 
independence and prosperity of these coun- 
tries but also for the progress of all hu- 
manity. Through their heroic liberation 
struggle, the peoples of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America have emerged as a great 
revolutionary force of our. age and are mak- 
ing an outstanding contribution to the com- 
mon cause of the world peoples for peace 
and social progress against imperialism. 
When all the countries in these vast areas 
making up two-thirds of the world popu- 
lation and having inexhaustible resources 
liquidate once and for all the imperialist 
domination and the centuries-old backward- 
ness resulting therefrom and are turned into 
modern industrial states with a solid inde- 
pendent economic foundation, a new great 
turn will be brought about in the develop- 
ment of the economy and culture of the 
world. We are living in the era of such 
great change. 


Therefore, all the oppressed nations striv- 
ing for national liberation and prosperity 
and aspiring after the progress of mankind 
must fight, holding aloft the banner of anti- 
imperialism, the banner of political and 
economic independence, and all the progres- 
sive peoples of the world must support and 
encourage the sacred struggle of the op- 
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pressed nations. 

The people can win freedom and hap- 
piness only through their own struggle. 
Many countries in Asia, Africa and Latin 
America have been able to win political 
independence because they waged an ardu- 
ous anti-imperialist liberation struggle, en- 
listing support and encouragement from 
progressive humanity. They can register 
success also in the struggle for consolidat- 
ing the political independence they have 
won and building an independent national 
economy only when they rely mainly on 
their nation’s own strength. 

Self-reliance—this is the solely correct 
and most reliable way for political and eco- 
nomic independence and for national pros- 
perity. 

Today the imperialists are prattling that 
without their “aid” the peoples of Asia, 
Africa and Latin America cannot get rid of 
backwardness and poverty. This is a sheer 
lie and deception. Quite on the contrary, 
owing to the imperialists’ domination and 
plunder perpetrated under the name of 
‘‘aid”, the countries in these areas are still 
in an underdeveloped state despite their 
rich human and material resources. 

The imperialists’ “aid” is nothing but a 
tool for subordinating and plundering un- 
derdeveloped countries economically and, 
furthermore, for establishing political do- 
mination over them. This is clearly proved 
by the situation in South Korea, South Viet- 
nam and all other countries ‘‘aided” by the 
imperialists. 

The political and economic aggression of 
the imperialists committed under the cloak 
of “aid” must be resolutely rejected and an 
independent national economy must be 
built by mobilizing mainly the strength of 
one’s own people and the resources of one’s 
own country on the principle of self-reliance. 

When the oppressed peoples are comple- 
tely freed from the sway of imperialism and 
social fetters of every kind and, firmly 
grasping their destinies in their hands, 
come out to build a new life, they can bring 
into full play their inexhaustible might and 
talent. 

As a matter of fact, if hundreds of mil- 
lions of people in Asia, Africa and Latin 
America liquidate the imperialist aggressive 
forces and the domestic reactionary forces 
in collusion with the former, and mobilize 
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to the utmost the internal forces and wealth 
of the nation, as genuine masters of their 
country, they will certainly be able to build 
an independent, prospering modern indus- 
trial country. 


It is posed as a very urgent question of 
the moment for the peoples of Asia, Africa 
and Latin America to firmly unite and clo- 
sely co-operate with each other in the fight 
for complete political and economic inde- 
pendence against imperialism and coloni- 
alism. 

The close ties and mutual co-operation 
among the liberated peoples constitute an 
important guarantee for frustrating the de- 
signs of the imperialists for new aggres- 
sion and economic subjugation and for 
consolidating the political sovereignty of 
their countries and promoting the develop- 
ment of their national economy and culture. 

The Government of the D.P.R.K. and the 
Korean people are consistently striving for 
strengthening friendship and __ solidarity 
with the peoples of Asian, African and La- 
tin American countries and for expanding 
economic and cultural co-operation and 
intercourse with these countries on the prin- 
ciples of equality and mutual benefit. Today 
the relations of friendship and co-operation 
between our country and the countries in 
these areas are gaining in scope and 
strength as days go by, and this is a source 
of great joy for us. 


We will continue our invariable efforts 
to further develop state, economic and cul- 
tural relations with these countries and to 
oe and strengthen our mutual co-ope- 
ration.

Unity will increase the might of the peo- 
ple several-fold, and if we are closely unit- 
ed in our struggle, we can ultimately defeat 
imperialism and colonialism.

PYONGYANG DECLARATION 
OF THE ASIAN ECONOMIC SEMINAR 


ON THE CONSTRUCTION OF AN INDEPENDENT 
NATIONAL ECONOMY BY RELYING 
ON ONES OWN EFFORTS 


The Asian Economic Seminar was held from 
June 16 to 23, 1964, in Pyongyang, the capital of 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea. The 
Conference was attended by delegates and friends 
from 34 countries and territories—Algeria, Ango- 
la, Australia, Basutoland, Bechuanaland, Came- 
roon, Ceylon, China, the Congo (Brazzaville), the 
Congo (Leopoldville), Gambia, Ghana, Indonesia, 
Iraq, Japan, Kenya, Korea, Mali, Mozambique, 
Nepal, New Zealand, Niger, North Kalimantan, 
Palestine, Rwanda, Somalia, Southwest Africa, 
the Sudan, Syria, Thailand, Uganda, the Demo- 
cratic Republic of Vietnam, South Vietnam, and 
Zanzibar. 

In accordance with and proceeding from the 
age-old aspiration and common desire of the 
peoples of the Asian, African and Latin Ameri- 
can countries for winning national liberation 
and building free, prosperous and independent 
states, opposing imperialism and colonialism, we 
the participants of this seminar declare: 

Today the furious storm of the anti-imperialist, 
national-liberation revolution is sweeping the 
vast regions of Asia, Africa and Latin America. 

The national-liberation movement in colonies, 
a mighty revolutionary force of our time, is 
accelerating the final rout of imperialism and 
making a great contribution to the common cause 
of the world people for peace and social progress. 

Countries of Asia, Africa and Latin America 
have undergone radical changes today. In these 
regions a number of socialist countries and new- 
‘born independent nations have emerged, and the 
peoples of many countries who have won nation- 
al independence through protracted, arduous 
and heroic struggles are attaining enormous re- 
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sults in building a new life. 

However, the colonial system has not been 
liquidated completely. 

The imperialists are unwilling to step out of 
the colonial and dependent countries. They are 
trying to impose the yoke of neo-colonialism 
upon the peoples of the newborn independent 
countries. 

The nature of imperialism has not changed 
and its aggressive methods are becoming more 
and more vicious. 

The imperialists, the U.S. imperialists in parti- 
cular, are working hard to subjugate the peoples 
of Asia, Africa and Latin America by all crafty 
means along with undisguised aggression. 

While intensifying their political and military 
control, the imperialists are using “aid” as a 
major instrument for their aggression against 
the countries of Asia, Africa and Latin America. 

Through “aid” they attempt to seize the eco- 
ncmic life lines of the countries in these regions, 
plunder a fabulous amount of wealth and, fur- 
thermore, encroach upon their political indepen- 
dence. This is a typical form of neo-colonialism. 
We must be strictly vigilant against the imperial- 
ists and neo-colonialists using the United Nations 
and other international institutions for this pur- 
pose. 

It is an act of hampering the anti-imperialist 
national-liberation struggle and arresting the 
great advance of. the peoples of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America to spread illusions about impe- 
rialism and induce them to pin their hopes on 
its “benevolence.” 

A number of Asian, African and Latin Ameri- 
can countries which have reached a new stage 


in the development of their history are now 
faced with the task of fighting resolutely against 
old and new colonialism and building an inde- 
pendent national economy relying on their own 
efforts. 

The achievement of political independence is 
only the first step towards the ultimate victory 
of the national-liberation revolution. The building 
of an independent national economy is one of 
the consecutive revolutionary tasks in the con- 
summation of the national-liberation revolution. 

The independent economic construction consti- 
tutes a firm guarantee for the consolidation of 
the political independence these countries already 
won. 

This enables these countries to do away with 
the economic one-sidedness and backwardness 
left over by the imperialist colonial rule and be- 
come rich, powerful independent states with mo- 
dern sciences, technology and culture. 

The construction of an independent national 
economy will also strengthen the economic might 
of the Asian, African and Latin American coun- 
tries and radically change the features of the 
world economy. 


To oppose the construction of an independent 
national economy is, in the final analysis, an 
act of keeping the economically backward na- 
tions within the old framework of one-sided co- 
lonial economy and of hampering the indepen- 
dent states from achieving independent develop- 
ment and prosperity. 


Because of the socio-economic conditions left 
over by the imperialist, colonial rule, it presents 
itself as an important question in independent 
economic construction for the newly-independent 
nations to oppose imperialism and transform the 
pre-capitalist production relations into democra- 
tic ones in conformity with the concrete con- 
ditions of each country. 

A correct solution of the land problem in these 
countries Gpens the way of solving the urgent 
problem of food, developing the rural economy 
in a diversified way and opens a new way for 
economic development. 


In order to achieve economic independence of 
the country, the economic foothold of the im- 
Perialists and comprador capitalists who are in 
league with the former must be forfeited. Only 
When their enterprises are nationalized so as to 
make them serve the interests of the whole na- 
tion, is it possible to develop the national eco- 
nemy rapidly. 

For the independent economic construction it 
1s indispensable to take the path of industrializa- 


tion, develop national culture and train one’s 
own national technical cadres. 

The countries in Asia, Africa and Latin Ame- 
rica are endowed with inexhaustible natural re- 
sources, and are inhabited by two-thirds of the 
world’s population. The peoples of the countries 
in these regions are industrious and talented. 

In building independent economy, each coun- 
try should rely first of all on the inexhaustible 
creative energy of its own people, and_ should 
mcbilize and utilize its own latent reserves to a 
maximum. 

If we mobilize these material and human re- 
scurces properly, we can overcome all difficul- 
ties and accomplish creditably the historic task 
of building an independent national economy. 

Since the concrete conditions of eccncmic de- 
velopment in the Asian, African and Latin Ame- 
rican countries are varied, there may arise cer- 
tain differences in the lines and ways of build- 
ing an independent national econcmy in each 
country. 

Each country should solve by itself all pro- 
blems of independent economic construction in 
conformity with its actual situation. 

Independent national economy has nothing to 


do either with “clcsed economy” or “isolated 
economy”’. 
The construction of an independent national. 


economy by relying on one’s own efforts does. 
not exclude economic co-operation among nations, 
but rather it promotes their mutual support and 
co-operation. 

Only when we build an independent national. 
economy, can we also develop the relations of 
co-operation with other countries on a sound. 
basis and, when given genuine aid from outside, 
use it effectively. 

It is against the principles of economic co-— 
operation that one stresses ‘genuine co-opera- 
ticn” or “disinterested aid’ by words alone but. 
in fact uses it as a means of imposing cne’s 
erroneous policies cr as a bait for realizing one’s. 
unilateral, marrow-minded economic interests 
alone. 

Economic co-operation and mutual assistance: 
must be based on the principles of complete equ- 
ality, mutual benefit, respect for sovereignty, and. 
non-interference in internal affairs, and they 
must be effective technically and eccnomically. 

The peoples of the Asian, African and Latin 
American countries should closely co-operate and 
assist each other, frustrating the machinations of 
imperialism to hamper the development of trade. 
relations between their countries. 

The socialist countries in these regions have 
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accumulated certain experiences in, and laid the 
foundations for, the construction of a new so- 
ciety and an independent national economy. And 
many countries have registered valuable achieve- 
ments in the struggle for the independent deve- 
lopment of their countries since they won poli- 
tical independence. 


The countries in these regions are endowed 
with rich natural resources and favourable na- 
tural and economic conditions. Exchanging use- 
ful experiences, strengthening economic co-oper- 
ation and filling each other’s needs will greatly 
conduce to the construction of an independent 
economy and enable us to counter imperialist 
aggression successfully. Economic relations be- 
tween the newborn independent countries, we 
consider, should be developed and _ extended 
through various forms and methods such as con- 
clusion of long-term trade agreements, introduc- 
tion of reciprocal terms of trade, stabilization of 
the prices of export goods, establishment of pre- 
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ferential tariff, extension of scientific and 


technical intercourse, etc. 


The peoples of Asian, African, and Latin Ame- 
rican countries will further consolidate their 
mutual co-operation and solidarity, repulsing the 
splitting and subversive machinations of imperi- 
alism and its lackeys. When we fight in firm 
unity, we will eventually smash imperialism and 
colonialism. 


The present Conference calls upon the peoples 
of Asian, African and Latin American countries 
to further intensify their struggle to accomplish 
the revolutionary tasks of frustrating the policy 
of aggression and enslavement of the imperial- 
ists headed by U.S. imperialism and of achieving 
social progress, uniting more closely holding high 
the revolutionary banner of anti-imperialism and 
national liberation.

RESOLUTIONS 


OF THE ASIAN ECONOMIC 
SEMINAR 


The Asian Economic Seminar held in Pyong- 
yang earnestly discussed and approved the four 
basic reports and the general conclusions which 
reflect the main points of the repcerts of the Af- 
rican participants on the questions of realizing 
firm unity, mutual support and close co-opera- 
tion among the peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America in the struggle for national liberaticn 
and independence and the construction of inde- 
pendent national economies, while cppcsing im- 
perialism and colonialism, cid and new. 

The Seminar gives an affirmative appreciation 
to the work done by the Permanent Bureau of 
the Committee since the First Asian Eccncmic 
Seminar held in Colombo. 

Great revolutionary changes are taking place 
today in the life of the peoples of Asia, Africa 
and Latin America. 

A great number of peoples have won national 
independence and the flames of the anti-imperi- 
alist, anti-colonialist revolutionary struggle are 
flaring up more fiercely in these regions. 

The imperialists’ policies of aggression and war 
are sustaining sericus setbacks everywhere under 
the impact of the powerful national-liberation 
struggle of the peoples of these regions. 

However, the imperialists who cannot subsist 
even a single day without aggression and plund- 
er are resorting to ever more malicious, subtle 
methods in a desperate attempt to save them- 
selves from their imminent doom. 

The imperialists still keep a large number of 
Asian, African and Latin American countries in 
colonial bondage of all forms and are imposing 
untold misfortunes and sufferings upon the peo- 
ples of these countries. 

Imperialism is the root cause of all the misfor- 
tunes and tribulations of the countless peoples 
of Asia, Africa and Latin America today. We con- 
sider, therefore, that without waging an unremit- 
ting struggle against the U.S.-led imperialists, na- 
tional liberation and independence and the inde- 
Pendent development of the country cannot be ex- 
pected, nor can the afflictions of the peoples 
of these regions be removed. 


The peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin America 
should not entertain any illusion about imperial- 
ism, U.S. imperialism in particular, but should 
continue to wage relentless struggles in order to 
liquidate the accursed colonial System at the ear- 
liest pessible date. 

We consider ihat the peoples of Asia, Africa 
and Latin America should fight undauntedly for 
winning national independence, firmly taking 
their positions shoulder to shoulder on the com- 
mon front of the anti-imperialist struggle, and 
fer building pewer-ul, indepcndent naticnal eco- 
nomies, displaying the revoluticnary spirit of 
self-reliance and surmcunting all difficulties on 
the way. 

The community of our circumstances and one- 
ness of our goal demand the pecples of these 
regions to firmly unite, mutually support and 
closely co-operate with each other for victory 
in their common struggle against imperialism and 
colonialism, old and new. 

Unity is our mighty weapon and a guarantee 
of our ultimate victory. 

Teday the imperialists who fear more than 
anything else the unity of the peoples of Asia, 
Africa and Latin America are obstinately trying 
to create dissension and discord between the peo- 
ples of these areas and pit them against each 
other. 

We consider that the peoples of Asia, Africa 
and Latin America should maintain revolution- 
ary vigilance and make every effort to smash 
thoroughly the imperialist manoeuvres which 
seek to divide us, and strengthen unity and mu- 
tual co-operation. 

We are firmly ccnvinced that this Seminar will 
make a great contribution to the further consoli- 
dation of friendship and unity among the Asian, 
African and Latin American peoples and their 
mutual support and co-operation in the political, 
economic, cultural and all other spheres in the 
struggle against imperialism and old and new 
colonialism and for national liberation, independ- 
ence and social progress. 

We consider that this Seminar would make an 
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affirmative contribution to the future Afro-Asian 
Economic Seminar. 

The Seminar warmly welcomes the Second 
Afro-Asian Conference to be convened on the 
basis of the Bandung spirit of opposing imperial- 
ism and colonialism in all its forms and strength- 
ening unity and mutual co-operation, and entrust 
the Committee to send its observer to this Con- 
ference. 

We express our firm stand of sparing nothing 
in our power to support and encourage the peo- 
ple who are fighting for freedom, peace, national 
independence and social progress, resolutely op- 
posing all forms of aggression, plunder, interfer- 
ence and subversive machinations of the imperi- 
alists and colonialists led by U.S. imperialism. 

The Seminar fervently support the South Viet- 
namese people who, rallied under the banner of 
the South Vietnam National Liberation Front, 
are fighting against U.S. imperialism to achieve 
national liberation, democracy, peace, neutrality 
and national reunification. 

We strongly demand the U.S. imperialists to 
stop the aggressive war against the South Viet- 
namese people and correctly implement the 1954 
Geneva Agreements, and resolutely denounce all 
the attempts of the U.S. to extend the war to 
North Vietnam. 

The Seminar strongly condemns the aggressive 
acts of the U.S. imperialists in Laos. It also 
warmly supports the struggle of the Laotian 
people for the correct implementation of the 
Zurich and Plain of Jars Agreements and the 
1962 Geneva Agreements on Laos, for the defence 
of the tripartite coalition government and peace, 
neutrality and the national independence of Laos, 
and for the early convocation of a fourteen- 
nation conference on Laos. 

The Seminar supports the struggle of the Indo- 
nesian people to shatter the “Malaysia” project, 
an aggressive instrument cf  neo-colonialism 
framed up by the British imperialists with the 
backing of USS. imperialism, and to safeguard 
freedom and independence, and extends fervent 
congratulations to the anti-Malaysian volunteers. 

The Seminar supports the just struggle of the 
North Kalimantan people for national liberation 
and self-determination, and appeals to the gov- 
ernments and peoples of all countries of the 
world to recognize the state of North Kaliman- 
tan which proclaimed complete independence, to 
strengthen the struggle for checking the scheme 
of the British colonialists to impose “Malaysia” 
upon the North Kalimantan people, and to urge 
the British and other colonialists to withdraw 
their troops from there.

The Seminar supports the struggle of the Cam- 
bodian people for opposing the subversive sche- 
mes of U.S. imperialism and for the independ- 
ence, territorial integrity and neutrality of their 
country, and backs the just struggle of the Cey- 
lonese people against the interference of the 
U.S. imperialists in their internal affairs and for 
the independent development of their country. 

The Seminar actively supports the fight of the 
Korean people against U.S. imperialism and for 
the achievement of the unification of their coun- 
try by themselves, and strongly demands the im- 
meciate withdrawal of the U.S. imperialist ag- 
gressive forces from south of Korea. | 

The Seminar expresses solidarity with the Ja- 
panese people in their struggle against the U.S. 
military bases and the resurgence of Japanese 
militarism and for the restoration of Okinawa to 
Japan, for peace and democracy and for the com- 
plete independence and neutrality of their coun- 
try. At the same time, it resolutely condemns 
the criminal machinations of the U.S. imperial- 
ists who, having instigated the Japanese reaction- 
ary circles and the South Korean puppet clique 
to hold the “South Korea-Japan Talks,” are try- 
ing to frame up the aggressive “‘Northeast Asia 
Military Alliance’ gravely menacing peace and 
security in Asia and the Far East and to obstruct 
the unification of Korea. 

The Seminar strcngly denounces the U.S. im- 
perialists for occupying Taiwan, an inalienable 
territory of the People’s Republic of China, and 
incessantly carrying out provocations against the 
Chinese people. 

The Seminar resolutely denounces U.S. im- 
perialism which is engrossed in ever more naked 
manoeuvres fcr aggression and war, deploying 
nuclear submarines and nuclear fighter-bombers 
and various other nuclear weapons in the Paci- 
fic, west coastal and Scutheast Asian regicns and 
extending the scope of operations of the U.S. 
7th fleet. 

The Seminar expresses firm solidarity with the 
Congolese people who are bravely fighting with 
arms in their hands for the complete independ- 
ence of their country against the U.S. imperial- 
ists -.who are pursuing the neo-colonialist policy 
in the Congo under the signboard of the U.N. 
and against their puppet clique. 

The Seminar warmly congratulates the Algeri- 
an people who have won their national independ- 
ence through the protracted, arduous armed strug- 
gle against the imperialists and are building a 
new life, and the peoples of Mali, Ghana, U.A.R., 
Guinea, Zanzibar, and other newly-independent 
countries who are working hard to consolidate 


their national independence and achieve the in- 
dependent development of their countries.

The Seminar expresses firm solidarity with the 
peoples of Cameroon, Southwest Africa, Gambia, 
Zimbabwe, Zambia, Basutoland, Swaziland, Nya- 
saland, and Bechuanaland who are fighting for 
the ccmplete independence and freedom of their 
countries and against imperialism and colonial- 
ism, old and new. 


It is the most pertinent way of solving pro- 
blems existing among the African countries to grant 
all peoples the right to self-determination in ac- 
cordance with the spirit of the Addis Ababa 
Charter. The Organisation of African Unity is 
the sole organisation capable of finding a com- 
mon language in problems arising in many bro- 
ther countries of Africa. This Seminar sincerely 
hopes that the Organisation of African Unity 
will take this principle into consideration.

The Seminar gives its 
firm and entire support to the Arab people of 
Palestine in their fight for the restcration of the 
Arab fatherland of Palestine.

It is a great historic event that the Socialist 
countries and national states have come into 
existence and are developing in Asia, Africa 
and Latin America which were only subjected 
to invasion and plunder by the imperialists in 
the past. 

Asia, Africa and Latin America of today are 
no longer the Asia, Africa and Latin America 
of yesterday. The days are gone forever when 
the imperialists could suppress and plunder the 
people at will, lording it over these regions. 

The  national-liberation struggle in colonies 
constitutes a great revolutionary force of our 
times; it is dealing a telling blow to the policies 
of aggression and war of the imperialists, accele- 
rating the final rout of world imperialism, and 
making a great contribution to the common cause 
of the world peoples for peace and social progress. 

However, colonialism has not yet been comple- 
tely liquidated, 

The imperialists are still resorting to inhuman 
exploitation and oppression, racial contempt and 
maltreatment of the colonial peoples in vast 
areas. 

More, the old and new colonialists are jeo- 
pardizing the sovereignty of the countries which 
have won political independence, and are shame- 
lessly manoeuvring to keep up their imperialist 
plunder and exploitation in these countries. 

To win political independence does not mean 
the completion of the national-liberation revolu- 
tion. It marks only the first step towards the 
final victory of the national-liberation revolution. 

The important revolutionary tasks of the new- 
born independent countries, which have entered 
a new phase in the development of their _his- 
tories, are completely to eradicate the aftermath 
of colonial domination and the feudal relations 
of production and firmly to build an independent 
national economy, while frustrating the agegres- 
sive manoeuvres of the old and new colonialists. 
Under the new circumstances in which many 
Asian, African and Latin American countries 
have won political independence, the construc- 
tion of an independent national economy is the 
foremost, mature demand facing these countries, 
and is one of the consecutive revolutionary tasks 
in accomplishing the national-liberation revolu- 
tion. 
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Independent national economy is the material 
basis for consolidating political independence. 
Experiences show that it is impossible to consoli- 
date political independence without economic in- 
dependence. It is impossible for us to avert pres- 
sure from outside forces as long as the key 
branches of the national economy are held in 
the hands of foreign monopoly capital and we 
are dependent on foreign countries for goods 
necessary for economic construction and for the 
people’s living. 

Only when we have an independent national 
economy, can we wage a relentless struggle a- 
gainst imperialist aggression and take a firm 
independent stand in international relations. 

The construction of an independent national 
economy will enable the newly-independent coun- 
tries to eliminate the economic foothold of co- 
lonialism, get rid of the economic backwardness 
and one-sidedness and acquire modern science, 
technology and culture, and thus join the ranks 
cf the developed countries. 


The protracted colonial domination has en- 
tailed evil consequences on the Asian, African 
and Latin American countries in the social, eco- 
nomic, cultural and all other fields. 

The predatory colonial policy of imperialism 
has impeded the normal development of national 
economies in the underdeveloped countries by 
compelling them to engage in extraction indus- 
tries and monoculture so as to rob them of strate- 
gic and raw materials, and thus brought about 
extreme backwardness and deformity in the na- 
tional economies of these countries. 


As a result, the share of these countries com- 
prising the greater part of the capitalist world's 
population accounts for only 13 per cent of the 
total industrial output value of the capitalist 
world, and they can hardly meet their domestic 
requirements for farm produce, although they have 
a vast tract of fertile land. 

In a number of countries in these regions 
more than 90 per cent of exports consist of farm 
produce, minerals and other raw materials, where- 
as 70-80 per cent of imports are industrial goods. 

Every year the imperialists rake in from Asia, 
Africa and Latin America roughly 30 billion 
dollars in the form of profits, interest, and the 
gains from non-equivalent exchange alone. 

This means that foreign monopoly capitalists 
pocket 3.4 million dollars an hour. 


The colonialists have cruelly plundered Asia, 
Africa and Latin. America of their rich resour- 
ces, and bled the people white. The modern in- 
dustry and culture of the imperialist countries are 


nothing but the fruits of the sweat and blood 
shed by hundreds of millions of Asian, African 
and Latin American peoples. 

The construction of an independent national 
economy will make a clean sweep of the cursed 
aftermath of imperialism that has developed mo- 
dern production and culture in Europe and some 
parts of the Americas alone, greatly increase the 
economic might of Asian, African and Latin 
American countries, and bring about a radical 
change in the aspects of world economy. 


To build an independent national economy is an 
important revolutionary task of putting an end 
to the sinful colonialism once and for all. That 
is why the colonialists are using every means 
to impede the building of a self-supporting eco- 
nomy in the newborn independent countries, 
pursuing a policy of aggression towards other 
countries politically, economically and militarily. 

Today when the national-liberation struggle is 
gaining momentum and the political awareness 
cf the masses is heightening, the imperialists 
headed by U.S. imperialism find it no longer 
possible to maintain their colonial domination 
with their old, naked method. They are employ- 
ing the method of neo-colonialism, along with 
the old method of colonial domination, in their 
attempt to subdue the newly-independent coun- 
tries. 


Knocking together the reactionary forces, the 
imperialists are setting up puppet regimes and 
are utilizing them as a tool in carrying out their 
colonial policy. 

They are also resorting to sinister machinations 
to prevent the countries that have won political 
independence from extricating themselves from 
dependency on the former metropolitan states by 
shackling them to ‘‘commonwealth,” “communi- 
tv,” ‘“‘union’’ and other organizations. 

Besides, the imperialists in the name of “anti- 
communism” have rigged up a number of mili- 
tary blocs and military alliances such as “‘Seato,” 
“Cento,” and ‘““OAS.’’ They have reinforced mi- 
litary bases and aggressive armies and are using 
them in their effort to oppose the socialist coun- 
tries and the national-liberation movement. 


Having occupied South Korea, Taiwan, South 
Vietnam, Japan’s Okinawa and a number of other 
areas by force, the imperialists are acting as the 
real masters in these areas. Posing themselves 
as friends of the Asian, African and Latin Ame- 
rican peoples, the U.S. imperialists are using the 
“Alliance for Progress,’’ ‘‘Peace Corps,’ etc., 
as a tool for neo-colonialist penetration: 

In an attempt to paralyse the spirit of national 


independence of the peoples of the newly-inde- 
pendent countries and their revolutionary will, 
the imperialists are spreading in every way cCor- 
rupt, decadent ideological virus and mode of 
life. Trampling upon the culture and manners 
and customs peculiar to the peoples of these coun- 
tries with a resplendent history behind them, the 
imperialists are propagating the ideas of worship- 
ping, harbouring illusion about and fearing impe- 
rialism and are fostering national nihilism. By 
all these aggressive methods, the imperialists are 
trying to cause national split and antagonism and 
undermining friendship and solidarity among na- 
tions. 


Economic aggression holds an important place 
in the neo-colonial policy of the U.S.-led impe- 
rialists. 


Under the guise of ‘‘aid,’’ the imperialists are 
more viciously stepping up their economic ag- 
gression against other countries. 

The imperialist ‘‘aid’’ is not intended for the 
development of the recipient countries; it is only 
a means of attaining their foul ends. 

Former U.S, President Kennedy had the guts. 
to state in his “‘Message to Congress on the For- 
eign Aid Program”’ that ‘‘the contribution of this 
program to our national interest clearly out- 
weighs its cost.”’ 

Through the ‘‘aid,’’ the imperialists scheme to 
subordinate the economies of the recipient coun- 
tries to them, intervene in the latter’s domestic 
affairs and, further, achieve their political do- 
mination. 


They have been exporting an enormous amount 
of capital to the developing countries in the name 
of ‘‘world-wide co-operation’ and “‘joint develop- 
ment of underdeveloped countries’’ to secure mo- 
nopoly positions in the major economic branches 
of these countries and rob them of their rich 
resources. The aggressive and predatory nature 
of the imperialist ‘‘aid’’ finds its expression also 
in the fact that the imperialists not only turn 
other countries into their military bases utilizing 
their military ‘‘aid’’ as a bait, but also force 
them to appropriate huge funds, several times 
larger than the volume of “aid,” for military 
expenditure, thus plunging their eccnomies into 
the abyss of ruin. Under the cloak of technical 
“‘aid,’’ the imperialists are scheming to seize the 
natural resources of the underdeveloped countries 
and play the master in the sphere of economic 
management in these countries. 

The ‘Asian Productivity Organization’’ and 
various other organizations for technical co-ope- 
ration under the control of the imperialist mono- 
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polies are tools for such economic aggression. 

The most convincing proof of the predatory 
nature of the imperialist ‘“‘aid’’ is provided by 
the present disasterous situation in South Korea 
for whose “‘support’’ the U.S. imperialists claim 
to have shown special concern. 

Through their “‘aid’’ the U.S. imperialists have 
seized control of all the economic life in South 
Korea, and turned South Korea’s economy into 
a military appendage to the United States of 
America. 


By concluding over ten treacherous agreements 
and pacts with the U.S., the traitorous puppet 
clique of South Korea have paved the way for 
the free infiltration of U.S. monopoly capital. 

First of all, the financial and monetary sys- 
tem, the most important lever for the control 
of economy as a whole, is under the complete 
control of the U.S. imperialist aggressors. 

In the budget of South Korea 40-50 per cent 
of the total revenue comes from the “foreign 
capital’’ imported in the form of U.S. “‘aid.” 
‘Without the consent of the U.S. master, the South 
Korean ‘‘government” can neither make a bud- 
get nor disburse even a small fund. 

Through the ‘‘aid’’ the U.S. imperialists have 
also put South Korea’s banking organs under their 
control], thereby controlling the funds of all eco- 
nomic organs and enterprises. 


South Korea’s foreign trade, too, is monopolized 
by the United States. South Korea’s import ex- 
ceeds its export 20 times and 80 per cent of 
the total import comes from the United States. 

south Korea’s foreign trade serves the U.S. 
imperialists as a means of plundering important 
strategic raw materials from South Korea and 
of forcing the U.S. surplus goods on it. 


Through the strict control of the financing 


activities of South Korea’s financial and mone-' 


tary agencies, the U.S. imperialists have reor- 
ganized the industrial structure of South Korea 
to fit in with the consumption of U.S. raw and 
other materials, while doing everything in their 
power to hamper the development of South Ko- 
rea’s domestic resources. 

South Korea is dependent on the U.S. “aid” 
for the most part of important raw and cther 
materials such as steel, timber and cement, as 
well as almost all of bituminous coal, raw cot- 
ton, rayon yarn, caustic soda and other raw ma- 
terials. Once this ‘‘aid’’ is withheld, South Korea’s 
industry and transport are bound to cease their 


operation subsequently. Since it was placed under 


the U.S. imperialist rule, South Korea has receiv- 
ed more than 10 billion dollars worth of U.S.

“aid.”’ 

The bulk of this ‘‘aid,’’ however, has been 
direct ‘‘military aid’? given as a part of U.S. 
expenditure for maintaining their military base 
for their aggression upon the whole Korea and 
Asia. The U.S, imperialists are imposing a heavy 
burden of military expenditure upon the South 
Korean people every year on the principle of 
“Let the recipient countries pay five dollars of 
military expenditure for every one doilar of the 
‘aid’ they receive.’’ The so-called ‘“‘economic aid,’’ 
too, is nothing but a means of subordinating 
South Korea to the United States, of utilizing 
South Korea’s resources and its production for 
U.S. military purposes and scraping up huge 
profits. Over 90 per cent of the total ‘‘aid’’ to 
South Korea is used up for the realization of 
U.S. surplus commodities and war supplies, and 
the surplus commodities shipped into South Ko- 
rea by U.S. monopolies as ‘‘aid goods’* are sold 
at prices 20 per cent higher than the world 
market prices on an average. Up to 1962 the 
United States rendered 35 billion dollars of 
“economic aid’’ to South Korea, but in this 
period, even according to very limited data, they 
plundered South Korea of 10 billion dollars worth 
of wealth. 


It is a handful of pro-American traitors who 
are making their fortune out of such “‘aid’’. 

Owing to the constant pressure by U.S. mo- 
nopoly capital and comprador capital, the de- 
velopment of the national industry in South Ko- 
rea is completely barred, and it is entirely de- 
pendent on the United States as a crippled indus- 
try with no raw material bases and key heavy 
industrial branches of its own. 

Medium and small enterprises are going bank- 
rupt one after another due to the ever increas- 
ing difficulties in securing raw materials, funds 
and markets, and more than 60 per cent of the 
remaining enterprises have curtailed or suspended 
operation. The level of South Korea’s industrial 
production is in a deplorable state, amounting to 
less than two-thirds of the insignificant volume 
in the pre-liberation days. 

The situation is the same with South Korea’s 
agriculture. 

The masses of the peasantry are suffering 
from cruel exploitation as ever under the system 
of feudal landownership. Under U.S. manipula- 
tion, the rulers of South Korea have squeezed the 
countryside mercilessly and devastated it com- 
pletely, far from making investments in the 
rural economy. 


As a result, South Korea, which was once the 


granary of our country exporting over 1.2 million 
tons of grain every year, has been turned into 
4 zone of chronic famine importing every year 
800,000-1,000,000 tons of U.S. surplus grain. 

In South Korea today more than 6 million 
unemployed or semi-unemployed accounting for 
one half of the able-bodied population are roam- 
ing about the streets, and 1.3-1.4 million peasant 
households, or nearly 6O per cent of the total 
peasant households, are out of provisions. As the 
South Korean press admits, the people’s life has 
been deteriorated in general and the South Ko- 
rean people are experiencing the ‘“‘harcest life 
in 4,000 years.” 


The colonial subjugation and plunder, politi- 
cal chaos and economic bankruptcy, the unpre- 
cedented hard life and social degradation—pre- 
cisely these are the consequences of the U.S. 
“aid” given to South Korea for nearly 20 years 
and the aftermath of the treacherous policy of 
relying on outside forces pursued by the reac- 
tionary ruling circles of South Korea. 

History knows no instance of anv country hav- 
ing achieved its independent development by rely- 
ing on the “‘aid’’ of the imperialists. 

Just as political independence cannot be offered 

as a ‘“‘gift’’ by the imperialists, so economy can- 
not be built by relying upon their ‘‘aid’’. 
‘ An independent economy can be built and the 
development and prosperity of a country ensured 
only by fighting resolutely against all forms of 
colonialism, discarding the illusion about impe- 
rilalism, overcoming all difficullies and obstacles, 
and standing on its own feet relying mainly 
on its own forces. 

In each country the master of the social revo- 
lution and economic construction is none but the 
masses of people of that country, ‘and the decisive 
factor in all victories is also the internal forces 
of that country. 

Only when any country puts faith in the pow- 
er of its own people and, counting on it, leads 
the revolution to victory, can it mobilize the do- 
mestic resources and reserves most effectively, 
develop its productive forces rapidly and resolve 
the problem of people’s livelihood independently. 

To build an independent national economy by 
relying on one’s own efforts does not exclude 
economic co-operation among nations. 

As for the foreign aid, we consider, it is im- 
portant for the liberated peoples to fill each 
Other’s needs and render aid to each other in 
accelerating the economic construction of the na- 
tional states. 

Only when a country builds an independent 


national economy by relying on its own efforts 
can it establish genuine relations of co-operation 
with other countries on the principles of equality 
and mutual benefit, make effective use of aid, 
should there be any aid from outside, expand 
and develop’ the relations of international co- 
operation independently. 

Owing to the evil consequences of the colonial 
rule, the countries of Asia, Africa and La- 
tin America are confronted with numerous ob- 
stacles including the shortage of funds and na- 
tional cadres on the road of building an inde- 
pendent economy. 


But they have all conditions and possibilities 
for building an independent national economy 
by relying upon their own efforts and overcom- 
ing all difficulties. 

The victory of the national-liberation struggle 
and the achievement of political independence 
constitute favourable conditions for ensuring the 
economic independence of the country by making 
rational use of all material resources and man- 
power at home. 


The regions of Asia, Africa and Latin Ameri- 
ca abound in natural resources. According to a 
rough estimate, these regions hold three-fourths 
of gold and petroleum, and nine-tenths of manga- 
nese and chrome ores in the mineral output of 
the capitalist world.. And, according to known 
data, these regions have inexhaustible deposits 
of coal, iron ore and various none-ferrous me- 
tals. 

These vast regions occupying 57 per cent of 
the whole area of the world are inhabited by 
71 per cent of the world population. The peo- 
ples in these regions are talented and industri- 
ous. 


If the countries of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America mobilize and utilize the rich human 
and material resources rationally and move ahead 
step by step without flinching from any dif- 
ficulties, the problem of raw materials, labour 
and funds necessary for the construction of an 
independent national economy can be solved suc- 
cessfully. 

If the revolutionary enthusiasm of the popular 
masses enhanced in the course of the national- 
liberation struggle is kept up and organized and 
channelled into the construction of an indepen- 
dent national economy, no difficulty will prove 
insurmountable and no problem insoluble. 

Today a number of newborn independent coun- 
tries in Asia, Africa and Latin America are 
striving to build an independent national econo- 
my and have scored signal successes in the up- 
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building of their economy and culture. We all 
rejoice over this. 

On the strength of the results and experience 
gained in building an independent national econo- 
my after liberation in our country, once a full 
colony, we can say with confidence that any na- 
tion can build an independent economy and bring 
about the development and efflorescence of its 
national culture if it relies on its own efforts 
and mobilizes its internal resources to a maxi- 
mum.

LINES AND WAYS OF BUILDING AN 
INDEPENDENT NATIONAL ECONOMY 


Fellow delegates, 


The newborn independent countries of Asia, 
Africa and Latin America are now faced with 
the urgent question, first of all, of what socio- 
economic reforms they should carry out and what 
lines and ways they should choose in order to 
build an independent national economy success- 
fully. 

Needless to say, the lines and ways of building 
a self-supporting national economy may differ 
to a certain extent in accordance with the dif- 
ferent features of the national-liberation move- 
ment in the countries of these regions in its ori- 
gin and development and with specific condi- 
tions of economic development in each country. 
Therefore, one cannot mechanically apply the 
general schemata or imitate others’ experiences. 
It is essential for each country to settle inde- 
pendently all matters pertaining to the construc- 
tion of an independent economy in conformity 
with its own specific situation and conditions. 


However, due to the similarity of socio-eco- 
nomic conditions left over by the imperialist co- 
lonial rule, the newly-independent countries have 
a number of common points in questions of prin- 
ciple in building an independent national eco- 
nomy. 

Main feiters for the development of the pro- 
ductive forces in the newly-independent countries 
are the survivals of economic foothold of impe- 
rialism and the old feudal relations of produc- 
tion and other pre-capitalist relations of exploi- 
tation still prevailing in the countryside. It is, 
therefore, the first and foremost question in 
building an independent economy in these coun- 
tries to carry out the anti-imperialist and anti- 
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feudal democratic reforms thoroughly. 

As these countries were formerly subjugated 
and plundered by imperialism, an extremely 
backward and fragmentized agriculture remains 
the leading branch of economy and the peasants 
make up the overwhelming majority of the popu- 
lation. Therefore, the democratic solution of a- 
grarian and peasant problems in these countries 
is a matter influencing social progress and one 
of the prerequisites to the construction of an 
independent national economy. 

Feudal landownership is still prevalent in 
agriculture of many countries in Asia, Africa 
and Latin America. 


Fertile land accounting for 60-70 per cent of 
the arable land is concentrated in the hands of 
big landlords who make up only 2-3 per cent of 
the agricultural population, and the toiling pea- 
sants are subjected to harsh feudal exploitation, 
chained to the land of the landlords. 

In these countries the colonialists are raking 
up fabulous profits by seizing no small land and 
running plantations of such single crops as rub- 
ber, cotton, tea, coffee and jute with the slavish 
or semi-slavish labour of the rightless peasants. 

In Morocco, the European plantation owners 
comprising only 0.4 per cent of the agricultural 
population occupy the most fertile land amounting 
to 13 per cent of the total arable land and mono- 
polize 50 per cent of the agricultural produc- 
tion. Before the land reform in Algeria. the 
French colonialists held 32 per cent of fertile 
arable land. 


The peasants in the countries where the land 
preblem still remains unsolved are robbed of 
most of the fruits of their labour by the land- 
lords, foreign plantation owners, usurers and 
cornerers. 

Under the conditions in which the overwhelm- 
ing portion of the national income coming from 
agriculture is grabbed by the feudal landlords 
and colonialists, it is impossible to free agro- 
technique from its primitive state. 

The toiling peasants in Asia, Africa and Latin 
America are still using outmoded farm imple- 
ments which have been in use for hundreds, nay, 
thousands of years. Land has been sterilized and 
the agricultural productive forces are retarded 
in their development. 


In India where the big landlords accounting 
for only 2 per cent of the agricultural population 
possess 70 per cent of the entire arable land, 
the grain output has failed to show an increase 
of even one per cent of an annual average in 
recent years, while the rate of natural growth of 


the population was 2.2 per cent. 

As a result, a large number of people die of 
hunger and mass starvation prevails in India, 
though it imports over 5 million tons of food 
each year. 

It is self-evident that if in countries, where the 
peasants comprise more than 80 per cent of the 
entire population, the peasant problem remains 
unsolved, thus failing to eradicate poverty and 
century-old backwardness in the countryside, the 
national democratic revolution cannot make even 
one step forward and no mention can be made 
of building an independent economy. 

These countries are, therefore, faced with the 
historic task of abolishing feudal landownership 
as well as the ownership of land by the colo- 
nialists and of distributing land to the peasants 
who till it. 

The enforcement of land reform makes it pos- 
sible to emancipate the peasantry from feudal 
exploitation and release the productive forces 
of agriculture from the fetters of the outmoded 
relations of production. 


This opens up the way for solving by them- 
selves the problem of food, one of very urgent 
problems in the newborn independent countries. 
Without solving the problem of food basically at 
home, no country can manage and develop the 
national economy with its own strength, indus- 
trialize the country or improve the people’s liv- 
ing, 

The solution of the land problem provides con- 
ditions for turning the monocultural economy 
imposed by the colonial plunderers into a many- 
sided economy step by step by developing agri- 
cultural production in conformity with the home 
requirements. 


The rise in agricultural production and the im- 
provement of peasants’ livelihood subsequent to 
the liquidation of the feudal relations of produc- 
tion will expand the home market and promote 
the development of the national industry by in- 
creasing the purchasing power of the peasants 
and satisfying the growing demands of industry 
for agricultural produce. 


The democratic solution of agrarian and peas- 
ant problems will liquidate the economic foot- 
hold of the reactionary forces in the countryside 
and markedly enhance the political zeal of the 
peasants, and thereby strengthen the socio-poli- 
tical basis for the democratizaticn of the country. 

This is an important factor making towards the 
development and prosperity of the national eco- 
nomy, 

Another major task in building an independent 


national economy is to nationalize industries, 
transport, communications, banks, commercial es- 
tablishments, etc., belonging to the colonial rulers 
and make them serve the interesis of ihe people. 

Today the old and new colonialists have seiz- 
ed the economic life-lines of most of the Asian, 
African and Latin American countries. Nearly 
all the major branches of mining industry in 
Africa and more than 90 per cent of oil in the 
Near and Middle East are monopolized by the 
U.S., British, French and other foreign im- 
perialists. 

In Latin America the U.S. imperialists have 
established their control over the main branches 
of economy such as power industry, railway 
transport, and food industry, and monopolized 
the production of almost all the iron ore, 90 per- 
cent of copper ore and more than 60 per cent 
of oil. 


The imperialists are engaged in ruthless colo- 
nial exploitation of the workers of Asia, Africa 
and Latin America. 


As a result of the vicious policy of the im- 
perialists who are busy draining Asia, Africa and 
Latin America of their natural wealth, these re- 
gions remain the mining zones of the capitalist 
world, and the countries there have no proces- 
Sing industry to speak of, let alone a modern ma- 
chine-building industry. | 

Where the imperialists have setzed the econo- 
mic life lines, their pillage and exploitation are 
inevitable and the independence, development and 
prosperity of the country cannot be expected. 


Only when the state liquidates the ownership 
of the foreign monopoly capitalists as well as 
the comprador capitalists who are in league with 
them and directly controls the key branches of 
economy, is it possible to do away with the poli- 
tical and economic foothold of the imperialists 
and domestic reactionaries and use the major 
means of production of the country for the in- 
dependent development of the national economy 
and improvement of the welfare of the whole 
people. Enormous funds and modern equipment 
are required in order to establish and develop 
the key branches of industry, the basis for the 
national economic development. 

Nationalization in the newborn independent 
countries provides an important source of funds 
for the country’s industrialization. 

Nationalization in the newborn independent 
countries makes it possible to use as funds for 
the independent national economic construction 
the profits amounting to millions upon millions 
of dollars the imperialists used to pump out of 
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these countries every year. 

In order to accelerate the economic develov- 
ment after the main means of production are 
placed under the state control, it is necessary to 
release the political enthusiasm and creative la- 
bour initiative of the working class. The working 
class is a class playing an advanced role in the 
building of a rich, powerful independent state, 
and is a patriotic force. 

The rapid economic development cannot be ex- 
pected without enhancing the activity of the 
working class. In order to raise the enthusiasm 
of the working class, it is necessary to make the 
nationalized enterprises serve the interests of the 
whole people, and in particular, to improve the 
livelihood of the working class and ensure it all 
democratic rights. 


It is of weighty significance in building an 
independent national economy to lead the na- 
tional bourgeoisie to serve the interests of the 
whole nation, not seeking after their own narrow 
class interests alone. 

To induce the national bourgeoisie to devote 
their capital and technique to the independent 
economic construction will make a great con- 
tribution to tapping the internal resources and 
accelerating the economic construction of the 
country. 

It is of no little importance for the economic 
development of the country to improve the situa- 
tion of the ruined handicraftsmen and bring their 
wisdom and talents into full play. 

The handicraftsmen will contribute to the bet- 
terment of the people’s livelihood by expanding 
the production of handicraft goods which have 
long national traditions. 

Owing to the centuries-old oppression and ex- 
ploitation by the colonialists, the Asian, African 
and Latin American countries could not have 
their own national cadres equipped with scientific 
and technical know-how, and not a small part of 
the population still remains illiterate. This is one 
of the great obstacles to the construction of an 
independent national economy. 

Only by doing away with mass illiteracy left 
over by the colonialists and ensuring democracy 
in the social life, is it possible to bring the activ- 
ity and initiative of the masses into full play in 
consolidating the independence and economic 
construction of the country. 

Particularly, the democratization of education 
constitutes an indispensable condition for train- 
ing by oneself cadres and technical personnel 
needed for the construction of an independent 
national economy. 
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The Korean people have the experience of hav- 
ing successfully carried out the task of the anti- 
imperialist and anti-feudal democratic revolution 
in the northern part of the country since its 
liberation from the yoke of the protracted colo- 
nial rule of Japanese imperialism. 

Following the country’s liberation the Korean 
people lost no time in embarking upon the ful- 
filment of the task of the anti-imperialist and 
anti-feudal democratic revolution and carried it 
out thoroughly in a short space of time. 

Our experience has proved that the thorough 
implementation of the task of the anti-imperial- 
ist and _  anti-feudal democratic revolution pro- 
vides a solid basis for building the foundations 
for an independent national economy, and plays 
a very active role in accelerating the socialist 
construction of the country. 

The carrying out of the anti-imperialist and 
anti-feudal democratic reforms is only the first 
step toward the construction of an independent 
national economy. 


It is necessary for the construction of an inde- 
pendent national economy to tackle the task of 
laying a solid economic foundation of the coun- 
try on the basis of the successes already attained 
in carrying out democratic reforms. 

If the peoples of the newborn independent 
countries are to build a firm independent eco- 
nomic foundation, they must overcome colonial 
one-sidedness and_ technical .backwardness—-a 
legacy of old society—and gradually go over to 
effecting industrialization. 


Unless industrialization is realized, it is impos- 
sible to extricate oneself completely from the 
status of being an agrarian raw material append- 
age to the imperialist countries and build a pros- 
perous and powerful independent state. 

Today the imperialists are blabbing that the 
newborn independent countries which were for- 
merly backward economically cannot build a 
modern heavy industry, a machine-building indus- 
try in particular. 


This assertion is an intolerable insult to the 
peoples of the newborn independent countries 
and, in fact, is nothing but a brazen design to 
maintain their control over the economies of these 
countries. 

And some people hold that only a few countries 
with a large territory and population can have a 
diversified industry and the other countries should 
develop only a few limited production branches 
under the pretext of “production traditions’ and 
“gains.” 

But production traditions are not unchangeable, 


and as for “gains’’, consideration must be given 
not to temporary and partial gains, but to the 
interests of the national economy as a whole and 
to its long-term development. 

If one clings to the ‘‘production traditions’ and 
the temporary gains and develop certain branches 
of production alone, the economic deformity left 
over by the old society can neither be overcome, 
nor can the foundation for an independent na- 
tional economy be built up. 


Historical experience shows’ that even those 
countries which have inherited a backward eco- 
nomy can effect industrialization and, on this 
basis, develop the national economy in a diversi- 
fied way and join the ranks of the advanced in- 
dustrial states. 

The methods and rate of industrialization may 
vary according to the concrete conditions of each 
country. Some newly-independent countries have 
comewhat developed industries, and others still 
fail to have even such. The technical and eco- 
nemic possibilities and all the potentialities of the 
country must be taken into account and tapped to 
a maximum to develop industry. We believe that 
necessary branches of the national economy must 
be created by each country within its power and 
the foundation for industrialization should be built 
up step by step while making preparations for 
gradual industrialization in a far-sighted way. 

To carry out  industrialization in the Asian, 
African and Latin American countries which did 
not have any independent national economy in 
the past, it will be indispensable, in the final an- 
alysis, for them to build heavy industry with the 
machine-building industry as its backbone. 


The construction of heavy industry with the 
machine-building industry as its core ensures the 
technical reconstruction of the national economy 
and the rapid development of the national econo- 
my as a whole. 

In laying the self-supporting foundation of the 
national economy, the Korean people, upholding 
the teachings of Premier Kim I] Sung, have all 
along preferentially developed heavy industry 
while simultaneously developing light industry 
and agriculture; and in building heavy industry, 
they have held fast to the line of making it serve 
most effectively light industry and agriculture as 
well as the improvement of the people’s liveli- 
hood. 


This line was in full conformity with the actual 
conditions of our country and constituted a guar- 
antee for attaining great success in the construc- 
tlon of an independent national economy. 

The establishment of firm light industrial bases 


in the country along with heavy industry consti-. 
tutes one of the important factors in the inde- 
pendent national economic construction. 

This will provide an earnest for the rapid im- 
provement of the people’s livelihood in the Asian, 
African and Latin American countries which had 
been relying on import for the greater part of 
their consumer goods, and a favourable condition 
for accelerating the development of heavy indus- 
try and agriculture. 


With the construction of large-scale light in- 
dustry factories alone, however, the Asian, Afri- 
can and Latin American countries which had very 
insignificant, or almost no, light industries in the 
past, to say nothing of heavy industries, can 
hardly do away with the backwardness of light 
industry at the earliest possible date and, ac- 
cordingly, expect the rapid improvement of the 
people’s living. 

Our experience in recent years shows that in 
order to create light industrial bases at home in a. 
short time for the increased production of mass. 
consumption goods, it is very favourable for eco-- 
nomically lagging countries to build extensively 
medium and small local industry factories: 
throughout the country side by side with the 
construction of large-scale modern light industry 
factories. 


The extensive development of medium- and 
small-scale local industries for the establishment 
of light industrial bases has enabled us to tap: 
to a maximum local potentialities of raw and. 
other materials, funds and idle labour and there- 
by bring about a sharp increase in the production 
of mass consumption goods in a short space of 
time. 

In order to lay the foundation for an indepen- 
dent national economy, it is important to devel-- 
op agriculture side by side with industry. To en-: 
able agriculture to overcome its lag speedily, 
there arises the question of developing agricul- 
tural production on the basis of the results of 


the land reform, and transforming the scattered 
small peasant economy into collective co-opera-- 


tive economy as conditions mature. 

Our experience shows that agricultural co- 
operativization paves the way for rapidly. “devel- 
oping the productive forces of agriculture, con- 
verting the countryside into‘a firm food and raw- 
material base of the country, and eradicating the 
centuries-old technical backwardness in a brief 
space of time. 

Today, in many of the Asian, African and 
Latin American countries, agriculture is still 
based on backward technique. 
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Therefore, the pecples of these countries are 
confronted with the task of carrying out the tech- 
nical transformation of agriculture in conformity 
with the economic and natural conditions of their 
countries. 

We have steadily increased state investments 
in agriculture for a diversified development of 
agricultural production including stockbreeding, 
fruit-growing and sericulture with emphasis laid 
cn the grain production in accordance with the 
actual conditions of our country. 

Also with the aim of strengthening the ma- 
terial and technical foundations for agricultural 
production in conformity with industrial devel- 
opment, we have supplied advanced farm mach- 
ines including tractors and lorries, chemical fer- 
tilizers and other farming equipment and ma- 
terials in large quantities, 


In carrying out the technical transformation of 
agriculture, we gave _ precedence to irrigation 
while pushing ahead with electrification, mecha- 
nization and chemicalization. As a result, we now 
find ourselves in a position to reap a high and 
stable harvest overcoming the limitations of na- 
tural and climatic conditions and develop agri- 
cultural production rapidly. 

One of the important problems arising in build- 
ing an independent national economy in the coun- 
tries of Asia, Africa and Latin America is to 
secure funds for economic construction and over- 
come the acute shortage of national technical per- 
sonnel created by the colonialists, 


Today the colonialists and their apologists are 
prattling as if the underdeveloped countries can- 
not solve the problem of funds without relying 
on surplus capital of the advanced countries. 

Also absurd is the assertion that the imperial- 
ists would reduce armaments and direct funds 
thus released to the economic progress of the de- 
veloping countries. 


There is not, nor can there be, such imperial- 
ism in the world as making a “‘present’’ of sur- 
plus capital to the developing countries or accom- 
modating them with money derived from disarma- 
ment. 

Quite contrary to the allegation of these peo- 
ple, the primary source for solving the problem 
of funds in the newborn independent states is to 
be found in mobilizing and turning to account 
their own vast material resources and manpower 
as well as latent reserves, opposing all manner of 
exploitation and plunder by the imperialists. 

In solving the problem of national technical 
cadres, it is essential for the peoples of the newly- 
independent countries to have, first of all, con- 
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fidence in their own power and in their ability to 
acquire modern science and technology. 

The peoples of Asia and Africa, creators of 
the ancient culture of mankind, are industrious 
and great nations with time-honoured, brilliant 
histories and cultural traditions. 

There is no doubt that when these nations, 
taking power into their hands, rise up resolutely in 
the revolutionary spirit of self-reliance, they will 
be able to form the ranks of their own national 
technical personnel capable of building and man- 
aging modern industrial states. 


The Korean people put an end to mass illitera- 
cy, a leftover of the colonialists, through a na- 
tion-wide movement in a brief span of tme, in- 
troduced the compulsory secondary schooling, and 
are now prepared to enforce a 9-10 year compul- 
sory technical education. 

Today in our country one quarter of the popula- 
tion are students or pupils and the number of col- 
lege students per 10,000 inhabitants has reached 
more than 200. 


In order to solve the question of national tech- 
nical cadres in a short time and advance faster in 
economic construction, we did not wait till we had 
mastered technique so as to undertake industrial 
construction, but adopted the positive measure of 
acquiring advanced technique in the course of 
building a modern industry, and turned all the 
production sites throughout the country into 
schools for learning technique. 

Now our country has established extensively 
the study-while-work educational system such as 
factory college side by side with the regular -edu- 
cational system. 


All this goes to show that the Asian, African 
and Latin American countries can cast off the dis- 
graceful yoke of economic dependence and stand 
on their own feet, when they place confidence in 
their own _ resources, their own technique and 
their own people, and tap all their internal re- 
sources. 

A number of the newly-independent countries 
which have already carried out anti-imperialist, 
anti-feudal democratic reforms and are now en- 
gaged in building up the basis for independent 
national economies are confronted with the es- 
sential and fundamental question as to which road 
they should take—the socialist or the capitalist. 

The socialist road is the road of subordinating 
all the economic activities to the interests of the 
whole nation, while the capitalist road is one of 
subordinating the economic activities of a given 
country to the pursuit of profits by a handful of 
capitalists. The former is the road of establishing 


public ownership of means of production, eliminat- 
ing exploitation in town and country and rapidly 
developing the national economy on a planned 
basis, while the latter is one of fortifying capital- 
ist ownership, entailing exploitation and plunder of 
the broad working masses and bringing produc- 
tion to a standstill by leaving the national eco- 
nomy to the mercy of anarchy of the private eco- 
nomy. 

It is clear that the socialist road should be fol- 
lowed in order to build up faster and better an 
independent national economy developed many- 
sidedly and equipped with advanced technique, by 
mobilizing and making an effective use of the 
home resources and reserves. 


One can go the nearest way to independent eco- 
nomic construction and national prosperity without 
repeating the history of capitalism, a history of 
inevitable travail and calamities, only when one 
advances along the socialist path by correctly or- 
ganizing and mobilizing the revolutionary forces 
of the masses who were awakened in the course of 
carrying out the anti-imperialist, anti-feudal demo- 
cratic reforms.

Fellow delegates, 

The successful construction of an independent 
national economy is impossible apart from the 
fight against the imperialist aggressive forces and 
the internal reactionary forces in league with 
them. 

The most important task still confronting the 
national states in making an independent develop- 
ment after they have won political independence 
is to continue a resolute struggle against the ag- 
gressive designs of the imperialists. 


The imperialists are unwilling to withdraw 
from their former colonies of their own accord 
and their economic aggression has become all 
the more crafty and vicious, far from weakening. 

Furthermore, the imperialists make no scruple 
of launching armed aggression, when they fail 
to attain their aggressive ends by fraudulent 
means, and they are bent on all sorts of subver- 
Sive activities to topple the governments of the 


national states. With the aim of undermining 
unity of the peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America, they are resorting to every conceivable 
manoeuvre to drive a wedge and sow discord 
among them. 


They band together comprador capitalists, land- 
lords and other reactionary forces forsaken by 
the people in the newborn independent states to 
use them as their stooges in furthering their 
policy of aggression towards these countries. 


Although these countries possess abundant 
human and material resources, they are not equip- 
ped with a national industry of their own; al- 
though they have a vast tract of fertile land, they 
are plagued with chronic food crisis; and while 
importing expensive foreign goods, they are 
suffering from marketing difficulties. All this is 
attributable to the enslavement policy of the for- 
eign imperialists. 

Experience shows that tremendous progress is 
made in the consolidation of national independ- 
ence and construction of the -national economy 
in these countries which expose and reject the 
constant pressure and aggressive policy of the 
imperialists and fight resolutely against the do- 
mestic reactionary forces. 


Only by fighting against the imperialist poli- 
cy of aggression to the end is it possible to pro- 
tect national industry and home markets with 
credit and explore a sure road to the independent 
development of the national economy by relying 
upon the revolutionary ardour of the working 
masses freed from slavery. 


In this connection, it is a factor deciding the 
battle against the imperialist forces and the re- 
actionary: forces who are in league with them to 
Closely rally around the united front and or- 
ganize and mobilize the patriotic, democratic 
forces of all walks of life including the national 
bourgeoisie who are opposing imperialism and 
aspiring after the future prosperity of their na- 
tion. 

Political independence of the country can be 
defended and independent economic development 
ensured only when the broad patriotic forces of 
the working class, peasantry, students, intellectu- 
als and national bourgeoisie are roused to fight to 
the finish against the reactionary forces, both 
internal and external. It would imperil even the 
national independence which has been won, 
should we fail to give full scope to the growing 
political consciousness of the working masses 
and revolutionary ardour of the masses, fail to 
mobilize the national forces, but pin our hopes 
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on -the- imperialists and take: the course of follow- 
ing their colonization policy. 

Where the ruling circles: of a country are in 
league with the imperialists or are reduced to 
their puppets, the sovereignty of the country is 
forfeited -and the country is, to ail intents and 
purposes, condemned to the fate of a colony or 
semi-colony. 


Typical example of this is found in the pre- 
sent situation of South Korea, South Vietnam and 
Taiwan which have fallen a prey to the policy of 
military aggression and colonial plunder of U.S. 
imperialism and whose people have been plunged 
into dire plights. 

The way to save South Korea from economic 
ruin, settle the immediate issue of people's living 
and achieve economic independence there, lies in 
driving out the U.S. imperialist aggressors, the 
sworn enemy of our nation, sweeping away the 
Pak Jung Hi clique, and liquidating the colonial 
and semi-feudal economic system which is hamp- 
ering the development of the national economy; 
it lies in achieving ‘the unification of the country 
by the united might of North and South Korea, 
and in restoring and developing the ravaged eco- 
nomy of South Korea on the strength of the foun- 
dation of the powerful independent economy built 
up in the northern part of the country. 


The struggle of the peoples of the national 
states for the independent development of their 
countries and against the new aggression of im- 
perialism is on a steady upsurge. With no mach- 
inations can the imperialists and their stooges curb 
the advance of the peoples who have embarked 
upon the road of national independence. It is of 
weighty importance in frustrating the new ag- 
gression and economic penetration by the- imperial- 
ists and in accelerating independent economic de- 
velopment, to maintain close ties and increase 
mutual aid among the peoples of Asian, African 
and Latin American countries. 

The peoples of many countries in these regions 
have won freedom and liberation after a protract- 
ed revolutionary struggle and are now striving for 
the prosperity and development of their countries. 

There emerged a number of socialist countries 
in these regions, which have accumulated certain 
experiences in, and laid the foundation for, build- 
ing a new society and an independent national 
economy. Also a number of countries have regist- 
ered valuable results in their struggle for the in- 
dependent development of the country after -they 
have won political independence. 


The countries in these regions have rich natural 
resources and favourable natural and economic 
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conditions. 

This means they are provided with the basis for 
exchanging experiences and. strengthening econo- 
mic co-operation and aid. 

Mutual aid. among these countries, therefore, 
would greatly conduce to promoting the con- 
struction of an independent national economy in 
each national state. 


If the economic co-operation and mutual aid 
between the Asian, African and Latin American 
countries are to become genuine .ones, we con- 
sider that they should be firmly based on the prin- 
ciples of respect for sovereignty, non-interference 
in each other’s internal affairs, equality and mutual 
benefit, with no conditions attached to them, and 
that aid should be given with the intention of help- 
ing the recipient countries in consolidating their 
independence and achieving prosperity. 

The strengthening and development of economic 
co-operation and mutual aid between the newborn 
independent countries will not only conduce to 
the prosperity and development of each country 
but also accelerate the economic development in 
all of these countries. 


The technical and economic co-operation between 
our country and the Asian, African and Latin 
American countries is expanding from day to day. 
We will endeavour to further expand and develop 
the co-operation. 

The commonness of the position and goal of the 
peoples of these regions calls for their firm unity 
in the common struiggle against imperialism, 
along with the strengthening of economic co- 
operation among them, The independence already 
achieved can be consolidated and independent 
economic development secured successfully, only 
when they are closely united and intensifv the 
struggle against the common enemy so as to drive 
imperialism into a tight corner and deal heavier 
blows to it. 

We give active support to the anti-imperial- 
ist struggle of the peoples of Asian, African and 
Latin American countries who have risen up for 
freedom and emancipation, and for the consoli- 
dation of national independence. 

We support the struggle of the Indonesian peo- 
ple who have risen up against the so-called

On June 24, on the occasion of the “Day 
of Struggle for the Immediate Withdrawal 
of U.S. Troops from South Korea” a mass 
rally was held at Kim I] Sung Square in 
Pyongyang, where some 200,000 people at- 
tended. 

Also present at the meeting were memb- 
ers of the diplomatic corps in Pyongyang 
and delegates to the Asian Economic Se- 
minar. 

Chairman Kim Wal Ryong of the Central 
Committee of the General Federation of 
Trade Unions of Korea was the first speak- 
er, who was followed by Mrs. Theja 
Gunawardhana, Chairman of the Asian 
Economic Bureau and head of the Ceylon- 
ese delegation; Nan Han-chen, head of the 
Chinese delegation; S. B. Kouyate, head of 
the Mali delegation; Nguyen Thi Binh, 


head of the South Vietnamese delegation; 
Temmar Hamid, delegate from Algeria; 
F. Runturambi, head of the Indonesian de- 
legation; Singama Luvila, head of the Con- 
go-Leopoldville delegation; Viriato da 
Cruz, delegate from Angola; a speech was 
also delivered by Mario Felery Garate, 
member of the Bolivia-Korea Friendship 
Committee, who was in Korea on a visit. 


At the rally Garba-Jahumpa, delegate 
from Gambia read the “Appeal for Solid- 
arity with the Peoples of South Korea and 
South Vietnam” jointly signed by the nine- 
teen African delegations to the Asian Eco- 
nomic Seminar. The rally was followed by 
massive demonstrations.

SPEECH BY KIM WAL RYONG 


CHAIRMAN OF THE C.C. OF THE GENERAL FEDERATION OF TRADE 
UNIONS OF KOREA 


Dear comrades and friends, 
Dear citizens of Pyongyang, 

It is fourteen years since the U.S. imperialists 
provoked the brigandish aggressive war against 
the Korean people. 

June 25 was a grim day on which the U.S. im- 
perialist aggressors imposed a bloody war upon 
the Korean people who were engaged in building 
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a new life under the popular government, it was 
a historic day on which our people rose up in- 
dignantly, arms in their hands, to rout the enemy 
for the defence of the freedom, independence and 
glory of their motherland and for world peace. 
On this day the entire people are burning with 
surging national wrath and hatred towards the 
U.S. imperialist aggressors, and they are intensi- 
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fying the struggle to drive out Yankees from 


their sacred land. 

Together with us, our honest-minded friends 
of the whole world, too, are raising their voice 
to a higher pitch sternly protesting against and 
denouncing the U.S. imperialists’ machinations for 
aggression and war in South Korea and demanda- 
ing the withdrawal of their army of aggression 
from there. 

Today's meeting is honoured by the presenc2 
of the delegates of over thirty countries in Asia, 
Africa, Latin America and Oceania. 


In the name of the citizens of Pyongyang, I 
extend warm welcome to the entire delegates who 
came to our country for the Asian Economic 
Seminar, and heartily congratulate them on the 
great success they registered in the discussion of 
questions on strengthening unity in the fight a- 
gainst imperialism and colonialism, building an 
independent national economy and developing re- 
lations .of economic co-operation between nations 
on the principles of equality and mutual benefit. 

I also express deep thanks to them for having 
come to this rally demanding the immediate with- 
drawal of the U.S. army from South Korea, and 
for manifesting their active support to and soli- 
darity with our people in the struggle for achiev- 
ing the peaceful unification of the country, oppos- 
ing U.S. imperialism. 

Provoking the Korean war, the U.S. imperialists 
mobilized mercenaries of their 15 satellites as 
well as the bulk of their army, navy and air force 
with the wild dream of strangling our young Re- 
public in the cradle, occupying Korea as their per- 
manent colony and igniting another conflagration 
in the Far East’ and the world. 


Indeed, the three-year Korean war still more 
Saliently laid bare before the whole world the 
heinous brutalities of the U.S. imperialists, un- 
matched in history. 

The U.S. imperialist aggressors reduced our 
blooming towns and villages to heaps of ashes, 
cold-bloodedly massacred the peaceable inhabi- 
tants who were singing of happiness, and sought 
madly to throttle all living things on the ground 
with germ bombs and chemical weapons. 

However, the’ Korean people, who rose up in 
the righteous struggle with arms in their hands 
for the freedom and independence of the coun- 
try, unyieldingly fought the enemy in the sea 
of fire and won victory, and defended the gains 
of our revolution from the invaders laying down 
their lives. 


The myth about the ‘“‘all-powerful technique’’ 
and “almightiness’”’ the U.S. imperialists had 
boasted of, was shattered to smithereens in face of 
our people’s struggle. 

U.S. imperialism suffered the first and most 
crushing defeat in its history of aggression and 
bent its knees before the Korean people. 

The great victory the Korean people won in 
the Fatherland Liberation War has shown that 
the united force of a people who became the mas- 
ters of their destinies is invincible and no force 
on earth can vanquish it. 

The Korean people were not isolated in the 
least in the righteous war against the U.S. im- 
perialist aggressors and for the country’s free- 
dom, independence and peace. 


During our people’s Fatherland Liberation War 
the best sons and daughters of the fraternal Chi- 
nese people fought the enemy side by side with 
us on heights, in villages and trenches of our 
country, shedding their blood, and the peoples 
of the socialist countries and the world peace- 
loving people in all parts of the Five Continents 
extended their active support and encouragement 
to the fighting Korean people, denouncing the 
U.S. aggressors. 

The Korean War demonstrated the great might 
of the people firmly united by the internationalist 
solidarity, and showed that the united might of 
the world people can defeat any imperialist for- 
ces of aggression. 

Friends, 


Eleven years have already elapsed since the 
realization of armistice in Korea. Our people and 
the Government of the Republic have all along 
exerted sincere efforts for a stable peace in Ko- 
rea and the peaceful settlement of the Korean ques- 
tion. However, the U.S. imperialists have stayed 
on in South Korea, have been aggravating ten- 
sion in Korea and making frantic preparations 
for aggression and war, far from drawing a due 
lesson from their ignominious defeat in the Ko- 
rean war. 

The U.S. imperialist aggressors have turned 
South Korea into a base for a nuclear and rocket 
war by continuously shipping in atomic and 
hydrogen weapons and various other new-type 
weapons in flagrant violation of the Korean 
Armistice Agreement, and are kicking up frantic 
war rackets and perpetrating armed invasion into 
the territory of our side more frequently. 

The U.S. imperialists have not only turned 
South Korea into their colony and military base 
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but also converted it into a land of darkness un- 
der the sway of fascist outrages and terror, a 
land where all democratic freedom and rights 
have been eradicated. 

The racial contempt and bestial atrosities of 
the U.S. imperialist aggressive troops against our 
people are ever worsening and everywhere Yan- 
kees set foot, there the blood of our brothers and 
sisters is shed. 

Through the specious “aid” the U.S. imperial- 
ists have totally ruined the South Korean national 
eccnomy and driven the people there into the mire 
of destitution. 

As a result, in South Korea today are heard 
everywhere angry voices of ragged and starving 
people airing their grievances, all villages are 
crying for food, every town is wrapped in un- 
rest and all peoples are writhing with their ‘right 
to existence trampled underfoot. 

Of late, the U.S. imperialists and their stooges 
Pak Jung Hi clique are frantically trying to 
maintain their tottering colonial rule and turn the 
South Korean people into dual slaves of the U.S. 
and Japanese imperialists by ushering even the 
Japanese militarists, the sworn enemy of the 
Korean people, into South Korea. All this clearly 
reveals to the people of the whole world that the 
U.S. imperialists are the very authors of all mis- 
fortunes and sufferings of the South Korean peo- 
ple and criminals who disturb peace in Korea and 
hamper Korea’s unification. 


So long as South Korea is occupied by the U.S. 
imperialist aggressive army, durable peace in Ko- 
rea and her peaceful unification by the Koreans 
themselves cannot be expected, nor can the South 
Korean people attain genuine freedom and libera- 
tion. 

Such being the case, it is quite natural that the 
South Korean people are dead set against the des- 
potic fascist rule of U.S. imperialism and _ its 
lackeys as well as their traitorous policies, and 
are raising their voices ever louder in demand 
of sovereignty and self-reliance, rejecting de- 
pendence on outside forces. 


Of late the South Korean youth, students and 
other sections of people have been waging a 
heroic struggle against U.S. imperialism and the 
Pak Jung Hi clique as well as the Japanese mili- 
tarists’ scheme of reinvasion, thereby dealing a 
fatal blow to U.S. imperialism and the Pak Jung 
Hi clique. 

Driven into a tight corner, the U.S. imperialists 
and their stooges have proclaimed the ‘‘extraor- 
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dinary martial law’’ and, having mobilized heavily 
armed troops of several divisions, are now sup- 
pressing the youth, students and other segments 
of the people who have risen up in a just patrio- 
tic struggle. 

Whatever sinister devices and means the U.S. 
imperialists and their henchmen may employ, 
however, they will be unable to suppress the ever 
mounting anti-imperialist, national-salvation 
struggle of the South Korean people and still the 
powerful revolutionary storm of the popular move- 
ment.

The present grave situation in South Korea is 
arousing indignation of all those who are con- 
cerned about the future of the country and the 
nation. 


And it is the supreme task of our people today 
to put an end to the tragedy of division and 
achieve the peaceful unification of the country by 
ourselves on a democratic basis. 

The entire South Korean people should come 
out in a more determined struggle to drive out the 
U.S. imperialist aggressors, the source of all 
evils, from the territory of our country, smash 
their colonial regime, win democratic freedom 
and rights and to establish a genuine people’s 
power. 

The people must give resistance to the U.S. 
imperialists everywhere, not allowing them any 


foothold. 


Today the northern part of Korea has grown 
incomparably stronger than it was. when U.S. 
imperialism started the aggressive war against 
our country fourteen years ago and the whole of 
the country has been turned into an impregnable 
fortress. 


The enemy calculated that our people would not 
be able to stand on their own feet again on such 
severe war ruins. 

Our people, however, under the intelligent 
leadership of the Workers’ Party of Korea led 
by Comrade Kim Il Sung have registered tre- 
mendous achievements in the socialist revolution 
and socialist construction, built up the solid foun- 
dation of an independent national economy capa- 
ble of guaranteeing the prosperity and develop- 
ment of our country as well as its unification and 
independence, by waging a heroic fight over- 
coming a mountain of difficulties and trials. 

The entire people are united around our Party 
more closely than ever and the northern part of 
the country has been converted into an indes- 
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tructible base of the Korean revolution and a 
powerful bulwark of the country’s unification. 

The U.S. imperialist aggressors must remem- 
per that should they indulge in another reckless 
military gambling in Korea,. they would be un- 
able to escape a crushing blow at the hands of 
our people who are firmly united with one ac- 
cord.

The U.S. imperialists, the blood-thirsty human 
butchers and _ international gendarmes who 
strangle the independence and freedom of the 
people, are desperately preparing for thermo- 
nuclear war, while carrying on its criminal 
“special war’’ against the people, openly perpe- 
trating aggression and plunder of other countries 
and interfering in their internal affairs. 

But the U.S. imperialist policies of aggres- 
sion and war are going bankrupt at each step 
under the impact of the powerful resistance of 
the peoples throughout the world. 

Today we live in an era of a great revolu- 
tionary storm in which the imperialist colonial 
system is falling apart and all nations are achiev- 
ing liberation and independence. 

In colonial and dependent countries such as 
South Vietnam, Angola and Mozambique, the 
peoples, with arms in their hands, are fighting 
heroically for freedom and independence. And 
the anti-imperialist and national-liberation strug- 
gle is gaining in scope and strength in all re- 
gions of Asia, Africa and Latin America.

Since 1961 
they have been waging a “special war,’ have 
savagely massacred South Vietnamese population 
and, at the same time, are pursuing another more 
cruel aim, an aim of using South Vietnam as a 
drill ground for the wars of repression against 
the national-liberation movement which is from 
day to day gaining in strength and scope in other 
countries. 

In the war of aggression which they are now 
waging in South Vietnam, as in the aggressive 
war they waged in Korea before, the American 
imperialists do not hesitate to employ any kind 
of barbarous methods. How many patriots of 
South Vietnam have been heheaded, their bellies 
cut open and livers scooped out by those bar- 
barians in human guise and with the heart of 
a beast. No less than 40,000 persons including 
6,000 children are languishing in prisons at all 
times. How many villages they have burnt down 
and destroyed in order to concentrate millions of 
inhabitants in giant concentration camps called 
“strategic hamlets.”’ 


An army consisting of 30,000 American of- 
ficers and half a million puppet soldiers is in- 
dulging in operations of plunder and massacre 
everywhere, an average of 100 big and small 
operations each day. Many hundred tons of na- 
palm bombs, phosphorous shells and, what is more 
cruel, poisonous chemicals are employed every- 
day, killing people en masse and burning down 
our dear villages. 


Sustaining continuous defeats at the hands of 
the South Vietnamese people and vehemently 
condemned by the world people, the U.S. impe- 
rialists are desperately seeking to extend the war 
in South Vietnam and in the countries of Indo- 
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china in the hope of getting out of the tight 
corner. They are seeking to draw into this war 
their allies of the military blocs—the SEATO 
and the NATO—and to use the United Nations 
in repeating the abominable crimes they perpe- 
trated in Korea and the Congo. 


But just as the American imperialists could 
not subjugate the Korean people with all their 
reprisals and repressions, they cannot frighten 
the South Vietnamese people. Our people in the 
South counter-acted all the cruel and barparous 
machinations of the enemy by the unbreakable 
unity of 14 million people who are closely rallied 
around the Nationai Liberation Front of South 
Vietnam which embraces all social strata, men of 
different political parties, religions and nationali- 
ties. Against the well-supplied modern army of 
the enemy, we have forged our heroism and our 
militant spirit to fight to the final victory. Reali- 
ty has confirmed that this resolute stand is fully 
justified. The more the South Vietnamese peo- 
ple fight, the stronger they become; on the con- 
trary, the more the U.S. imperialists fight, the 
deeper they fall into a quagmire. 


The political struggle is developing with each 
passing day not only in the countryside but also 
in the towns where the enemies are entrenched. 
During the first four months of the year, more 
than 12 million people took part in the political 
struggle. The people’s armed forces are develop- 
ing very rapidly both in quantity and in quality. 
The Korean people have the heroic fighters who 
defended Height 1,211, and the South Vietna- 
mese people have also groups of the Ap-bac 
artillery fighters who never retreat but always 
advance. During the four months of this year, 
we killed and wounded 33,320 enemies, of which 
472 are Americans, wiped out 810 enemy posts, 
destroyed 3,562 strategic hamlets. Although the 
enemy is actively trying to draft the people by 
force, the number of deserters increase with 
each passing day and in the first four months 
of this year the figure reached 21,336. The 
Front now controls over two-thirds of the terri- 
tory with over half the population. 


These great successes have even further streng- 
thened our confidence in the force of our unity 
and fighting strength, in the National Liberation 
Front of South Vietnam, and we are more firmly 
determined to fight to carry the objectives set 
forth by the Front through to the end: namely, 
independence, democracy, peace, neutrality for 
attaining the unification of the country. 
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On June 6 this year, the Foreign Relations 
Committee of the National Liberation Front of 
South Vietnam declared: “The National Libera- 
tion Front of South Vietnam reaffirms its firm 
position of resolutely carrying on their patrio- 
tic resistance against the aggressive American 
imperialists and their lackeys who are traitors 
to the country, of resolutely carrying this re- 
sistance through to the end for liberating South 
Vietnam, realising independence and neutrality 
of South Vietnam. The settlement of the South 
Vietnamese question entirely belongs to the in- 
ternal affairs of the South Vietnamese people. 
That the situation in South Vietnam has become 
complex and acute is due to the aggression by 
the U.S. imperialists. The only way to the res- 
toration of order in South Vietnam and in the 
Southeast Asia is to make the U.S. imperialists 
stop aggression, puli out all their military ad- 
visors, armaments and weapons from South Viet- 
nam, respect the aspirations of the South Viet- 
namese people for independence and neutrality 
and, at the same time, stop all acts of interven- 
tion and aggression against Laos and Cambodia. 
The United States must respect the sovereignty, 
independence and _ territorial integrity of the 
countries of Indo-China and Southeast Asia. 


The confidence of the South Vietnamese peo- 
ple in victory is strengthened by the support 
from their brothers in North Vietnam who never 
forget us and who are doing everything possible 
to aid us. 


The Chairman of our National Liberation 
Front Nguyen Luiu Tho often said: “It is a 
boundlessly precious support proceeding from 
the fraternal feeling of compatriots and from the 
common task of the two zones.’’ 

Our confidence in victory is being strengthen- 
ed by the active approval and support of the 
progressive peoples the world over, particularly 
the Asian, African and Latin American peoples. 
This year the 6th Session of the Afro-Asian 
Solidarity Committee decided to organize, for a 
period from July 13 to 20, a week of struggle 
to protest against the war of aggression waged 
by the U.S. imperialists in South Vietnam, to 
support the struggle of the Vietnamese people 
for the reunification of their country on the oc- 
Casion of the Tenth Anniversary of the conclusion 
of the Geneva Agreements of 1954 on Vietnam,

The Pak Jung Hi clique has already ar- 
rested and detained thousands of people of 
all sections, prosecuted more than 350 stu- 
dents and youths, professors, men of the 
press, and patriotic citizens, and brought 
the cases of students Kim Joong Tai, Hyun 
Seung Il, Kim Do Hyun of the Liberal Arts 
and Science College of Seoul University and 
an innocent citizen Son Hong Min to trial 
by the court-martial charging them with the 
horrible crimes of “internal disturbances,” 
and “concealment of offenders.” 

While the whole land is stinking of their 
infamous traitorous crimes, the heinous 
bands again have tied the limbs of the mas- 
ses at gun point on the strength of the 
extraordinary martial law and are shoot- 
ing the poisonous arrows at the burning 
hearts of the patriots. Even mountains and 
rivers, grasses and trees of this country 
are raging at the fresh treacherous acts. 

The entire students and youth of the North 
can hardly restrain their surging national 
indignation at the barbarous oppression of 
the South Korean brothers and sisters by 
the enemy. We declare with determination 
that we will never leave the patriotic stu- 
dents at the mercy of the blood-stained 
hands of the traitors.

The popular masses alone have the right 
{o appraise the historic significance of the 
just struggle of Kim Joong Tai, Hyun Seung 
Il and Kim Do Hyun and the other patriotic 
students for saving the country. The trai- 
tors have no right whatsoever to put them 
to judgement. 

Who on earth dare utter such wild words 
that the South Korean students who fought 
with such valour under the patriotic ban- 
ner of “‘anti-outside pressure, anti-feudalism, 
anti-comprador and _ anti-colonialism” are 
criminals? 

We solemnly declare that they are not 
criminals, but that they are young patriotic 
fighters of this land who are ready to de- 
dicate their youth and lives to the father- 
land and nation. 

They should not be made the objects of 
punishment, nor should they be humiliated. 

On the contrary, their gallant struggle 
will be engraved in gold letters in the glori- 
ous history of the nation, and will be re- 
membered by all people for years to come 
as an unforgettable, beautiful story. 

Cherishing a burning desire to save the 
destiny of the nation from the ruin and dic- 
tated by the national conscience, the South 
Korean students and youth rose up resolu- 
tely. Their struggle was the reflection of 
the urgent demands of the masses. However, 
the Pak Jung Hi clique is insulting and 
slandering their patriotic demonstrations 
and struggle as “riot,” “destruction,” and 
“high treason.” 
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The struggle of the students and youths 
was to oppose the schemes of the traitors 
who are bent on concluding at any cost 
the humiliating “South Korea-Japan talks” 
and turning one half of our country into 
a common colony of the Yankees and the 
Japanese samurais. We ask: Is their strug- 
gle a “riot” and “high treason” as alleg- 
ed? 

The patriotic students wished to put an 
end to the history of the ever increasing 
colonialist subjugation, unbearable national 
contempt, never-ending darkness, and _ bot- 
tomless poverty. They wished to live proud- 
ly in a completely independent and sover- 
eign country. 


They wanted to get rid of the oppressive 
suffocation under the unheard-of fascist 
terrorist regime with ramified thorny nets 
of secret agents, spies, police and inform- 
ers all over the place—schools and factories, 
town and country. They demanded a funda- 
mental change in the corrupt, outmoded and 
cursed society which is filled with records 
of chronic unemployment, mass starvation, 
tragedies of family suicides, and the grudge 
oi those roaming aimlessly. 


When the angry columns of the students 
marched to the square and the streets soak- 
ed with the blood of the brave April fight- 
ers, their young, ardent patriotic hearts and 
their ringing voice of bright truth like the 
sun and the moon gladdened the wounded 
hearts of their fellow countrymen of South 
Korea. It was a stern declaration to root out 
all evils and a rigorous indictment against 
the traitorous clique trying to maintain 
their power at the cost of the country. 


The whole nation is praising their noble 
patriotic spirit and the entire world is ap- 
plauding their righteous struggle. Would 
not the nation condemn and hate the trai- 
tors who are trying to punish the students 
branding their shining struggle as a “riot” 
and “destruction?” And would they be free 
from the ridicule and denouncement of the 
world people? 

It is none other than the Pak Jung Hi 
traitors on whom the people should pass a 
stern judgement and throw them into the 
garbage bin of history—the Pak Jung Hi 
clique that are bent on punishing the pa- 
triotic students. 

The traitors brandished clubs and rifles 
wildly, threw poisonous tear bombs at the 
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patriotic students who rose up barehanded 
to put in order the declining destiny of the 
country and relieve the wretched plight of 
the people who are on the verge of death. 
The traitors killed Ri Yoon Sik, a student 
of the Kungook University, at the very place 
where the April fighters fell down shedding 
blood. For this crime alone, the traitors 
must be sent to the gallows thousand times. 

The path taken by the Pak Jung Hi cli- 
que during the past three years since they 
tcok power through the coup d’etat at the 
instigation of the Yankees and established 
the order of the bayonet and rifle was a 
cursed one, one of country-selling. It was 
nothing but a history of towering crimes of 
erecting a place of pleasure in the pool of 
the people’s blood. 

How many patriotic people were perished 
on the gallows under the despotismn of the 
barbarous suppression and the inhuman 
plunder by the Pak Jung Hi military re- 
gime? How many innocent fellow country- 
men, our brothers and sisters, suffered death 
bearing grudge in their hearts? 

Today all mountains high and low 
and rivers long and short in South Korea 
are echoing with wrathful cries of tens of 
thousands whose lives were taken away 
under the tyranny of the traitorous regime. 
Even the air smells of its crimes! 

The crimes of the traitors who live on 
American dollars and are trying to main- 
tain their power with the mere pittance 
earned by selling the country to Japanese 
samurais do not end here. 

The traitors are more ferocious than the 
wolf and more cruel than the robber to their 
own nation and people, but meek as a lamb 
to their two bosses—the United States and 
Japan—and obedient as an old slave, co- 
wardly and obsequious as an insect to them. 

How can one expect the traitors who have 
been brought up as sordid stooges of alien 
aggressors and trained into cunning for- 
eign agents to have concern for the destinies 
of the nation and the people? 

They have offered all of our beautiful 
land and inexhaustible wealth on the altar 
of avarice and pillage of the aggressors. 
They are offering our South Korean com- 
patriots to the Yankees to make them cheap 
cannon-fodder and the prey of cruel exploi- 
tation, and to subject them to national in- 
sult and contempt. 

The tyranny of U.S. brutes and their 


stooges has utterly ravaged and ruined the 
tertile land of South Korea. 

Look! What still survive and breathe there 
today in South Korea which has been turned 
into a dark waste land? All one sees and 
hears are ruined factory stacks, rusty ma- 
chines, crumbled river dykes, sterile land 
and denuded forests, an army of the jobless 
overflowing the streets, foodless peasants 
in distress whose outlook is so bleak, heart- 
rending cries of hungry children, women and 
old people, and bitter voices of millions shel- 
terless and desperate. 

Nevertheless, in order to maintain the 
cursed order of bayonet and treacherous 
tyranny, to intensify the fascist repression, 
to commit a more cruel brigandish pillage, 
the trailors are contriving new schemes. 

They are putting out more evil laws in 
addition to the existing heaps of laws; they 
are practising fresh frauds in addition to 
past ones. 

While making much noise about following 
the April 19 spirit, the traitors trample 
down what the “April 19” stood for; they 
fatten their bellies with what they get by 
selling the country while advocating patriot- 
ism; they have brought the people the worst 
life in history while paying a lip service to 
relief in the hard-pressed life; they force 
the heinous fascist terror rule under the 
signboard of democracy; they scheme to per- 
petuate the nation’s split under the slogan 
of the country’s unification! Such are the 
true colours of the traitors. 

Because of the crimes committed by the 
traitors, all our dear compatriots, brothers 
and sisters in South Korea, young and old, 
are groaning under unbearable misfortunes 
and hardships, and all towns and villages, 
mountains and rivers, paddies and fields 
lie in waste; animals and trees and gras- 
ses are lifeless. Despair and devastation 
prevail everywhere. All the pens and the 
entire stock of paper in the world would 
not be enough to record crimes of the Pak 
Jung Hi clique, the faithful lackeys of the 
U.S. imperialists and pet dogs of the Japa- 
nese militarists. 

It is none other than the traitorous Pak 
Jung Hi clique, not the patriotic students, 
that have committed “riot,” “destruction” 
and “high treason.” It is the traitorous Pak 
Jung Hi clique, not the patriotic students: 
that deserve a stern trial by the people. 

The wrath of the popular masses is 


growing day by day, and every body is de- 
manding a strict punishment of the Pak 
Jung Hi clique. The fate of the traitorous 
clique has now been sealed and they can 
not escape the trial by the people however 
ferocious methods they may resort to. 

The sky is too high for them to fly up 
into, and the land is too steep for them to 
slip away from.
